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PREFACE 


As  no  comprehensive  record  of  this  family  has 
been  printed  it  is  hoped  that  this  genealogy  will 
be  acceptable  and  useful ;  so  far  as  it  goes  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  correct. 

It  is  mainly  from  the  Plvmouth  records,  the  town 
records  of  Barnstable,  Yarmouth,  Falmouth  and 
Sandwich,  wills  in  the  Probate  office  at  Barnstable, 
grave  stones,  the  records  of  the  West  Parish  church 
in  Barnstable  and  those  of  the  Friends’  Society  at 
East  Sandwich. 

The  earliest  locations  are  given  as  well  as  could 
be  determined  from  old  maps,  wills,  deeds,  and 
traditions,  compared  with  the  writings  of  Free¬ 
man,  Otis,  Rev.  Mr.  Pratt  and  others.  Later  lo¬ 
cations  are  quite  exactly  given. 

To  ensure  the  fullness  and  accuracy,  valuable 
assistance  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Lancaster,  of  Worcester,  Mrs.  Daniel  Fritcliie 
Summey  of  Cincinnati,  Mrs.  Robert  M.  Jenkins 
of  Madison,  Wis.,  Rev.  John  W.  Suter  of  Boston, 
and  others  who  furnished  data  from  family  records 
and  research. 

Mr.  Gustavus  A.  Hinckley  of  Barnstable  de- 
ciphered  and  recorded  the  inscriptions  on  the  old 
gravestones  in  the  Town  of  Barnstable,  and  his 
collected  writings  are  in  the  custody  of  the  His¬ 
torical  Society  at  Boston,  where  the  original  records 
of  the  West  Parish  church  are  deposited,  a  photo¬ 
static  copy  of  which  is  held  by  the  church  officer 
at  West  Barnstable.

Cape  Cod,  the  ancestral  point  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  family  of  John  Jenkins  in  America, 
lies  wholly  in  the  County  of  Barnstable,  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

At  first,  the  name  of  Cape  Cod  was  given  to  the 
arm  of  land  which  extends  from  Provincetown  en¬ 
closing  that  harbor  and  which  is  now  called  Long 
Point. 

The  earliest  mention  of  this  cape  is  that  of  Ver- 
azano,  who  called  it  “Syrtis”.  Cabot  called  it 
“Cabo  de  Arecife”  from  the  shoals  near  it.  In 
1542  Mercator  named  it  “Cabo  de  Malabrigo”, 
and  in  1598  it  was  known  to  the  Dutch  and  French 
navigators  as  “Malabar”. 

The  name  “Cape  Cod”  was  given  it,  in  1602, 
by  Gosnold  because  of  the  codfish  that  he  found 
so  numerous  in  the  waters  thereabout,  and  that 
name  first  appears  in  1624  on  the  map  of  Alexan¬ 
der. 

“Mourts  Relation”,  London  1622,  describes  Cape 
Cod  as  “so  goodly  a  land  and  wooded  to  the  brink 
of  the  sea,  the  ground  excellent  black  earth,  the 
wood  for  the  most  part  open  and  without  under¬ 
wood,  fit  either  to  go  or  ride  in.”  But  this  should 
be  understood  as  applying  to  the  most  of  Cape 
Cod  as  now  defined,  for  it  was  not  true  of  that 
arm  enclosing  Provincetown  harbor. 

In  time  the  original  forest  was  all  cut  or  burned 
over  so  that  very  few  even  of  the  old  oaks  may 
now  be  found.  The  light,  rather  superficial  soil 
was  planted  for  many  vears  with  little  or  no  fertil- 
ization  and  large  tracts  became  exhausted  and  com¬ 
paratively  sterile.  Through  individual  foresight 
and  private  enterprise  a  few  plantings  of  shade 
trees  were  made  about  one  hundred  years  ago 
which  grew  to  noble  size.  The  largest  trees  ever 
grown  on  Cape  Cod  were  the  sycamore  called 
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“buttonwood”  which  attained  a  height  of  nine¬ 
ty  feet,  with  limbs  extending,  almost  horizontally, 
a  distance  of  fiftv-five  feet.  There  are  some  fine

elms  in  the  villages  and  the  white  pine  has  grown 
to  a  maximum  size  until  ravaged  by  insects.  Re¬ 
forestation  is  now  being  svstematicallv  carried  on. 

The  wild  flowers  are  numerous,  brilliant  and 
varied,  and  all  fruits  produced  here  have  a  very 
full  and  pronounced  flavor,  perhaps  due  to  the 
humid  and  salty  air. 

There  are  beautiful  bits  of  landscape,  and  many 
broad  and  majestic  views  of  the  ocean,  by  which 
Cape  Cod  is  surrounded. 

A  rather  surprising  feature  of  Cape  Cod  is  the 
considerable  area  of  fresh  water ;  two  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  ponds  and  small  lakes  dot  its  sur¬ 
face  from  which  pickerel,  black  bass  and  perch  are 
taken.  In  the  Spring  of  the  year  many  alewives 
ascend  the  brooks  which  are  the  outlets  of  some 
of  these  ponds  to  spawn,  and  great  catches  of  the 
fish  are  annually  made.  This  fishery  is  principal¬ 
ly  carried  on  in  streams  in  Mash  pee,  Falmouth  and 
between-  Yarmouth  and  Dennis,  and  has  existed 

since  the  “memorv  of  man”.

The  largest  single  farm  this  side  of  the  Mississ¬ 
ippi  river  is  in  the  town  of  Falmouth,  it  is  called 
the  “Coonamesset  Ranch”.  The  oldest  person  born 
in  Barnstable  lived  105  years,  6  months  and  twen¬ 
ty  days — a  woman. 

As  the  Jenkins  family  is  so  identified  with  the 

territory  now  known  as  the  Town  of  Barnstable 

«/ 

and,  as  the  church  in  early  times  was  the  focus

of  all  the  social,  religious  and  political  activities, 
it  is  of  interest  to  note  some  particulars  about  the 
first  church  buildings  and  their  locations  in  this 
town. 

The  first  meeting  house  was  erected  at  Barn¬ 
stable  in  1646;  prior  to  about  1700  this  First 
Church  was  the  only  one  in  town ;  it  had  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  whole  territory  between  Sandwich 
and  Yarmouth  as  well  as  Mashpee  and  Falmouth ; 
its  location  was  in  all  probability,  West  of  the  old

burying  ground  in  Barnstable,  opposite  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  Marcus  Harris.  After  1700,  when  the 
town  was  divided  into  two  parishes,  a  church 
building  was  erected  in  West  Barnstable  and  that 
division  was  designated  the  “West  Parish  in  Barn¬ 
stable”.  All  in  Falmouth  then  came  to  this  church 
until  a  separate  parish  was  established  in  that 
town.  The  building  in  the  West  Parish  was  erec¬ 
ted  in  1717  and  the  first  service  was  held  on 
Thanksgiving  day,  November,  1719,  by  Rev  Jona¬ 
than  Russel,  2nd.  Col.  James  Otis  gave  a  bell  cast 
by  Paul  Revere  and  a  donation  of  eighty  pounds 
sterling,  the  interest  of  which  was  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poorer  members  of  the  church  forever.  The 
bell  w’as  put  up  about  1807  and  was  the  first  in 
Barnstable  County.  It  cracked  and  was  replaced 
with  another  Revere  bell  in  October,  1833,  which 
is  still  in  use.  The  gilded  cock  on  the  steeple  was 
made  in  England  and  put  in  place  in  1723.  The 
frame  and  some  of  the  original  church  structure 
remain  though  it  has  been  modified  several  times. 

Allusion  may  be  made  to  the  verv  influential

Otis  family  whose  ancestral  home  was  in  West 
Barnstable  where  the  patriot  James  Otis  was  born, 
grew  up  and  taught  school.  Governor  Hinckley 
resided  here  on  the  lane  which  bears  his  name;  the 
location  of  his  house  is  shown  by  the  cellar  hole 
on  the  right  side  of  the  lane  when  going  toward 
the  railroad  from  the  south  just  beyond  the  small 
pond  passed  on  the  left.  This  historic  old  high¬ 
way  is  now  narrow,  crooked  and  almost  impass¬ 
able,  but  is  to  be  improved 

Parker  Lumbart  owned  the  land  in  West  Barn¬ 
stable  from  the  brook  at  the  present  “Infirmary” 
to  “Spring  Creek”,  lying  parallel  to  Centre  street. 
A  part  of  this  land  was  added  to  the  burying 
ground  and,  in  May,  179S,  more  was  taken  to  con¬ 
struct  a  lane,  or  public  way,  known  as  the  “dock 
road”  running  from  the  main  highway  at  the  bury¬ 
ing  ground  to  the  “Town  Dock”,  or  landing,  on 
Spring  Creek  where  the  small  “packet”  coming 
from  Boston  was  occasionally  moored.  In  his  will  of 
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Nov.  13,  1754,  he  conveyed  the  residue  of  his  land, 
after  the  settlement  of  prior  claims,  to  the  Town, 
the  income  from  the  land  “  shall  be  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  Town,  from  one 
generation  to  another  forever,  and  the  land  is 
never  to  be  sold”.  When  settled  in  1755  the  value 
of  the  real  estate  was  £400. 

The  procedure  in  occupation  and  settlement  of 
the  new  country,  outside  of  Plymouth  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  Patent  to  Plymouth  Colony,  has 
been  well  set  forth,  in  a  digest  of  law  by  Samuel 
D.  Hannah  of  Buzzard’s  Bay,  Mass.,  as  follows: 

“A  group  of  about  ten  men  would  come  together 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  plantation  or 
new  settlement.  The  next  step  was  to  appoint  a 
‘  Committee  ’  of  three  or  more  men  to  act  for  the 
group  in  receiving  the  contributions  of  the  mem¬ 
bers,  buving  the  land  from  the  Indians  and  in  clos- 
ing  the  bargain  with  Plymouth  Corporation  for  the 
desired  territory;  this  concluded  the  grant  was 
entered  on  the  Corporation  records.  These  grants 
were  made,  as  a  rule,  to  the  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  acting  for  a  group  and  stated  in  form  that 
the  grant  was  made  to  three  or  four  persons, 
named  as  ‘fee  officers’  in  trust,  to  form  a  society — 
meaning  a  corporation — to  erect  a  plantation.  The 
next  step  taken  by  the  Committee  or  trustees 
was  to  prepare  for  the  settlement  so  that  all  the 
families  could  oeeupv  the  territorv  at  the  same 

time  as  a  measure  of  securitv  and  convenience. 

*/ 

A  community  block  house  was  first  erected  suffi¬ 
cient  in  size  to  accommodate  all  the  families.  Sup¬ 
plies  were  collected  and  stored  and  the  Committee 
then  laid  out  the  home  sites  for  the  head  of  each 
family  upon  which  rude  log  cabins  were  built  as 
quickly  as  possible ;  these  cabins  were  built  in  and 
about  the  block  house  so  that  it  afforded  protec¬ 
tion  in  case  of  attack  by  the  Indians.  Later  the 
blockhouse  was  also  used  for  religious  worship, 
for  Freemen’s  meetings  and  general  community 
purposes.  Building  the  homes  and  getting  settled 
was  quickly  accomplished.  The  community  life 
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then  became  more  active,  the  church  was  organized 
under  the  direction  of  the  minister  and  proprie¬ 
tors  meetings  were  frequently  held.” 

John  Jenkins,  with  others,  formed  one  of  the 
groups  described  and  the  group  received  the  grants 
on  Cape  Cod  as  noted.  They  secured  the  Indian 
title  by  purchase  through  their  Committee  which 
then  set  off  sections  or  parts  of  the  land  within 
the  grant  to  the  shareholders. 

The  Cape  Cod  Indians  were  quite  friendly  but 
blockhouses  were  erected  here  in  1643.  One  at 
West  Barnstable  (of  which  the  Indian  name  was 
Mos-ke-tuck-et )  is  to  be  located  bv  the  remains  of 
the  stone  foundations  on  the  property  now  owned 
by  Mr.  Roger  Horton  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  this 
land  originally  belonged  to  the  Crockers. 

Houses  for  single  families  were  first  put  up  at 
Sandwich,  Yarmouth  and  Barnstable  in  the  order 
named,  and  a  little  later  in  Falmouth.  An  inter¬ 
esting  and  quite  detailed  account  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  these  houses  may  be  found  in  Yol.  2  of  the 
“Otis  Papers”. 

This  Jenkins  family  is  undoubtedly  of  Welsh 
origin ;  there  are  now,  in  South  Wales,  some  of  the 
name  of  John  Jenkins  but  of  the  ancestry  of  the 
one  who,  came  early  to  Plymouth  nothing  is  known 
up  to  1929.  The  times  were  turbulent,  and  the 
Pilgrims  were  more  concerned  with  what  they  were 
to  do  than  with  what  had  been  done  so  left  few 
recorded  references  to  their  former  life. 

“Of  Noble  Race  is  Shenkin”  is  the  national 
song  of  Wales.  Chorley,  in  his  “History  of  Mu¬ 
sic” — an  old  work — speaks  enthusiastically  of  a 
famous  double  bass  player,  John  Jenkins  by  name, 
who  played  on  his  instrument  all  the  tunes  that 
the  violin  players  of  his  time  could  play  on  theirs 
and  who  was  a  celebrity  in  England  and  in  Paris. 

The  John  Jenkins  who  was  the  progenitor  of 
those  herein  named  came  from  London  to  Boston, 
in  1635,  in  the  “Defense”  and  remained  in  Bos¬ 
ton  for  a  time  before  going  to  Plymouth  in  1637. 
He  was  no  stranger  to  the  authorities  and  was 
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evidently  possessed  of  means  for  he  at  once 
bought  land,  purchased  shares  in  Plymouth  Cor¬ 
poration,  became  a  “Proprietor’ ’  and  received 
grants  of  land  for  his  residence  and  use.  His 
tirst  residence  was  on  land  bought,  of  Anthony  Snow 
at  Hobbs’  Hole,  Scituate — now  Marshfield;  this 
property  consisted  of  a  house  and  eight  acres  of 
land,  and  he  received  the  title  December  29,  1640. 
He  soon  became  prominent  in  the  developement  of 
new  territory  by  prospecting  extensively  and  co¬ 
operating  with  others  in  acquiring  the  Indian  titles 
to  lands  for  new  plantations. 

A  “Committee”,  consisting  of  Thomas  Hinck¬ 
ley,  Samuel  Hinckley,  Henry  Cobb,  John  Jenkins 
and  Nathaniel  Bacon,  was  appointed  by  the  Court, 
in  1659,  to  acquire  lands  in  Suckinesset  by  pur¬ 
chase  from  the  Indians.  They  secured  the  lands 
which  were  then  set  off,  by  the  Council,  to  John 
Jenkins,  Peter  Blossom,  Thomas  Blossom,  Thomas 
Hinckley  and  Samuel  Hinckley.  These  tracts 
were  in  the  present  towns  of  Barnstable  and  Fal¬ 
mouth  ;  they  sold  parts  of  their  lands  to  later 
“comers”  and  thus  became  relatively  wealthy 
through  the  moneys  received  therefor  and  the  en¬ 
hanced  values  of  their  remaining  properties.

John  Jenkins1,  the  ancestor  of  those  whom  this 
record  concerns,  was  born  in  England  in  1G14, 
and  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  Ewer  on  Feb. 
2,  1652  at  Barnstable.  She  was  a  Quakeress  and 
the  widow  of  Henry  Ewer  who  was  born  in  Lon¬ 
don  in  1629,  came  to  America  with  his  father  Thom- 
as  and  died  very  soon  after  his  marriage  to  Mary. 

John  and  Mary  probably  resided  on  the  Ewer 
farm  in  Barnstable  near  “Coggins  Pond ”  as  it  was 
then  called ;  this  pond  is  passed  on  the  left  in  go¬ 
ing  into  the  village  of  Barnstable  from  West  Barn¬ 
stable  on  the  State  highway.  A  consideration  of 
all  tradition  and  evidence  inclines  one  to  the  be¬ 
lief  that  John  Jenkins’1  remains  rest  in  the  old 
burying  ground  at  Barnstable  previously  noted.

Ilis  children  were  all 
born  in  Falmouth  during  his  residence  there.

this  house  was  on  the  spot  where  now  stands  the 
house  of  AVilliam  F.  Jenkins7,  the  third  one  there ; 
the  second  one  was  that  of  Alaj.  Nathaniel  Jenkins4. 
Another  house  was  built  about  1736,  a  part  of  which 
is  now  standing,  and  is  owned  by  Fred.  S.  Jenkins; 
this  house  was  probably  put  up  for,  occupied,  and 
became  the  property  of  Josiah3.  Josiali  probably 
left  it  by  will  to  Lot4  and  Nathan4,  his  nephews,  it 
then  passed  to  Philemon — Lot’s  son  and  heir — who 
sold  it  to  Ebenezer  AVhelden  in  1793  when  Philemon 
appeared  to  have  moved  out  of  town.  For  his  sec¬ 
ond  wife  Thomas2  married  Alercv . His  will 

wras  made  Nov.  9,  1737 ;  probated  Feb.  1745-6 
Joseph2  b.  Mar.  31,  1669  at  Barnstable;  m.  Lydia 
*  Howland,  the  daughter  of  John  Howland,  the  son 
‘of  Mayflower  John  Howland.  Joseph2  and  Lvdia' 
resided  at  AVest  Barnstable  and  were  admitted  to 
the  church  in  Jan.  1717.  He  executed  his  will  Jan. 
24,  1733,  it  was  probated  Nov.  3,  1734  and  is  re¬ 
corded  in  Arol.  5,  p.  233,  Barnstable  Probate  Office.

When  Samuel3  became  of  age  he  first  resided  at 
Skonkonet,  on  land  received  by  his  father  and  later 
owned  by  Lemuel  Lumbart.  When  Ichabod  Hinck- 
ley  sold  his  property  in  West  Barnstable  and  mov¬ 
ed  to  Tolland,  Conn,  in  1732,  Samuel  bought  this 
Hinckley  estate  for  £140  and  thus  acquired  for  his 
residence  the  house  he  had  seen  raised  when  a  child. 
This  property  was  located  on  Hinckley’s  lane, 
West  Barnstable,  so  called  because  it  afforded  ac¬ 
cess,  from  the  old  trail  and  main  highway  to  the 
South,  to  the  original  grant  to  the  Hinckleys.  The 
property  referred  to  passed  in  succession  to  Sam¬ 
uel’s  son  Simeon4,  his  grandson  Braley3  and  his 


' 
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great  grandson  Bra  ley".  Tlio  house  was  taken 
down  in  1914;  some  alterations  had  been  made  to 
it  but  the  first  construction  with  its  heavy  hewn 
timbers,  pine  paneling,  mouldings,  latches,  etc.  re¬ 
mained  until  its  demolition.  About  1820-25  there 
were  four  enormous  sycamore  trees  in  front  of  this 
house  whose  branches  reached  above  the  roof.

house  near  bv  and  on  his  estate  which  is  still  stand- 
«/ 

ing.  Both  houses  are  in  excellent  condition  and 
much  the  same  as  when  first  put  up.  About  the 
time  when  his  three  sons  were  grown  up,  he  visit¬ 
ed  Worcester,  Mass,  and,  liking  that  country,  he 
bought  three  hundred  acres  in  the  Western  part 
of  that  town  of  Nathaniel  Jennison,  disposed  of 
his  Cape  Cod  properties  and  moved  his  family, 
with  their  effects,  to  Barre,  near  Worcester;  there 
he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life,  died  and  was  buried 
on  that  farm  which  was  reputed  to  be  the  finest 
and  best  equipped  in  that  section.  Before  his 
death  he  divided  his  estate  into  three  equal  farms 
and  had  commodious  buildings  constructed  thus 
establishing  his  sons  “who  all  lived,  died  and 
were  buried,  on  the  paternal  acres”.

This  is  tradi¬ 
tion  received,  from  Mrs  Braley  Jenkins  born  Eu¬ 
nice  Hopkins  in  1776,  by  the  writer.  A  manifesto 
was  issued  June  26,  1776,  setting  forth  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  Barnstable  townsmen  in  regard  to 
their  opposition  to  English  oppression ;  this  was 
signed  by  John  Blish.  It  is  also  found  that  Jo¬ 
seph  Blish  was  of  a  “committee”,  at  about  the 
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same  time ;  at  no  time  after  was  the  name  recorded 
as  other  than  Blish — not  “Blush”.

While  he  lived  lie  was  my  ‘book  of  refer¬ 
ence’  about  the  geography  of  the  world,  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  old  French  war,  the  Revolution,  the 
formation  of  our  government  both  State  and  Nat¬ 
ional,  our  laws,  our  institutions  and  our  duties. 
Morse’s  old  geography  he  studied  and  Adam’s  De¬ 
fense  of  the  U.  S.  Constitution  was  as  household 
words  to  him.  He  had  Tittle  chance  for  an  educa¬ 
tion  ;  a  soldier  in  his  sixteenth  year  and  then  com¬ 
ing  to  this  place  (Hardwick,  Mass.)  to  enter  upon 
the  severe  labors  of  a  young  pioneer.  He  enjoyed 
the  teachings  of  a  kind,  wise  mother  which  can 
never  be  too  highly  prized.  When  a  boy  (at  West 
Barnstable)  he  had  for  a  schoolmaster  that  vene¬ 
rated  statesman  James  Otis  and  the  seeds  then 
planted  have  shown  the  ‘full  corn  in  the  ear’.  The 
characteristics  of  the  family  were  perseverance, 
self  possession  and  a  mind  to  grapple  with  diffi¬ 
culties  and  overcome  obstacles”.  He  married

Of  sunny 
disposition,  ready  wit,  active  mind  and  sound  and 
vigorous  body,  she  was  well  fitted  to  become  the 
mate,  for  nearly  seventy-four  years,  of  Braley 
Jenkins.  He  was  a  carpenter  by  trade  and  often 
worked  fourteen  hours  a  clay.  He  was  the  acting 
administrator  of  his  father’s  estate  for  his  three 
brothers  ancl  himself;  He  received  large  salt 
works,  in  which  sea  water  was  evaporated  ancl 
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from  which  quite  an  income  was  derived.  In  the 

Spring  of  1811  he  built  salt  works,  for  the  Tudors 
of  Boston,  at  Hull  where  the  Hotel  Pemberton 
stands;  he  also  built  houses  and  salt  works  in  Barn¬ 
stable  and  Brewster.  He  built  a  three  story 
house  in  Nantucket  and  so  well  estimated  and  econ¬ 
omically  used  the  lumber  first  ordered  that  all  the 
refuse  was  carried  away  in  a  single  large  basket 
when  the  job  was  completed.  His  old  account 
book  is  in  existence  and  contains  curious  items 
and  references.  The  “watchers”  in  his  father’s 
last  illness  during  a  period  of  three  weeks  were 
provided  with,  and  presumably  consumed,  a  flood 
of  “Westinjie”  and  other  liquors  and  they  were 
all  “good  people”  too. 

About  1811  Bralev  Jenkins5,  with  his  son  Free- 
man0  and  his  son-in-law,  Sewall  Short,  had  a  bakery 
on  his  property  which  had  been  operated  for 
many  years.  In  this  bakery  was,  what  is  believed 
to  be,  the  earliest  continuous  bread,  oven,  the 
loaves  entering  at  one  end  and  emerging  baked 
at  the  other.  This  was  devised  by  Mr  Short. 

Braley  Jenkins5  and  Eunice  Hopkins  were  unit¬ 
ed  in  marriage  by  the  Rev  Mr  Dunster  and  they 
lived  in  the  Ichabod  Hinckley  house  at  West  Barn¬ 
stable.  In  the  winter  of  1811-12  they  were  in 
Nantucket,  renting  the  house  for  six  months  to 
Johnathan  Nye  for  the  sum  of  nine  and  a  quarter 
dollars.  They  were  again  in  Nantucket  in  1835  at 
the  height  of  the  whaling  industry  when  carpenters 
and  builders  were  in  demand  at  high  wages.  They 
soon  returned  to  the  old  home  and  there  remained 
the  rest  of  their  lives.  He  was  esteemed  for  his 
integrity,  thoroughness  and  fine  workmanship, 
was  deacon  of  the  West  Barnstable  church  for 
nearly  48  years,  and  died  July  3,  1875,  at  the 
age  of  ninety-eight  years  and  four  months.  Chil¬ 
dren  instinctively  recognized  in  Eunice  a  friend 
and  ally  and  gave  her  an  abiding  love.  She  died 
July  3,  1872,  at  the  age  of  ninety-six  after  a  mar¬ 
ried  life  of  seventy-three  years  and  nine  months.

At  the  age  of  eighteen  Timothy  Jenkins9  went 
to  New  York  state  and  studied  law  in  Utica.  He 
began  the  practice  of  law  in  the  village  of  Vernon. 
In  1832  he  moved  to  Oneida  Castle  where  he  re¬ 
mained  until  his  death.  He  was  district  attorney 
from  1840  to  1845,  and  attorney  for  the  Indians 
for  ten  years  under  appointment  of  the  state. 
Elected  to  Congress  in  1844-46  &  48  he  thus  serv- 
ed  six  years  in  that  capacity.  Though  a  demo¬ 
crat  he  often  opposed  party  measures.  He  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  been  one  of  those  who  devised  the 
“Wilmot  Proviso”.  In  1856  he  joined  the  “Free- 
mont  Movement”  and  was  a  “delegate  at  large  to 
the  convention  which  met  in  Philadelphia  in  1856 
to  form  the  Republican  party  and  ever  after  acted 
with  that  party. 

His  law  library  was  given  to  Hamilton  College, 
Clinton,  N.  Y.,  and  many  of  his  letters,  written 
during  his  terms  in  Congress,  are  in  the  N.  Yr. 
State  Library  at  Albany.

He  graduated  from  Har¬ 
vard  Medical  School  in  1844  and  began  practice 
in  Harwich,  soon  returning  to  West  Barnstable, 
where  he  continued  until  about  1801,  when  he, 
with  his  family,  moved  to  Neponset,  Dorchester, 
remaining  there  until  1865,  when  he  returned  to 
West  Barnstable  and  continued  in  practice  until 
of  advanced  age.  High  authorities  in  the  pro¬ 
fession  pronounced  him  a  diagnostician  of  superior 
ability.  He  wras  of  sanguine  temperament,  “san¬ 
dy  complexion”,  medium  height  and  average 
build.  Active,  nimble  and  resourceful,  he  could 
alwavs  extricate  himself  from  anv  difficulty  in 
which  he  found  himself.  He  had  a  keen  sense  of 
the  ludicrous  and  hugely  enjoyed  a  good  joke  of 
which  he  had  full  store.  Cheerful  and  courteous 
in  manner,  he  v'as  esteemed  as  a  friend  and  asso¬ 
ciate  and  in  early  middle  life  provided,  together 
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with  Capt.  Benj.  Weeks,  a  neighbor,  and  the  local 
school  master,  much  and  frequent  entertainment 
by  singing,  without  accompaniment,  old  English 
glees.  An  intense  liking  for  music  and  excellent 
taste  were  cultivated  during  the  residence  of  the 
family  in  Nantucket  in  his  youth  where  there  were 
good  musicians — singers,  a  string  quartette,  organ¬ 
ists  and  players  on  various  wind  instruments.  On 
the  return  of  the  family  to  West  Barnstable,  and 
after  his  marriage,  he  was  interested  in  and  took 
a  prominent  part  in  all  musical  activities,  with  the 
assistance  of  Mrs.  Jenkins — usuallv  at  the  har- 
monium  then  being  introduced. 

In  1844  while  residing  at  West  Harwich,  he  de¬ 
vised  and  directed  the  construction  of  the  elfective 
jetties  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  to  divert  the  silt 
from  the  channel  and  keep  it  open  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  fishing  craft.

Lest  some  confusion  or  uncertainty  arise  in  re¬ 
gard  to  a  John  Jenkins  who  married  Roanna  (or 
Rowena)  Jones,  the  daughter  of  Hiram  Jones  of 
Sandwich  on  Dec.  5,  1858.  and  who  is  recorded  as 
born  in  Italy  (Nice,  by  tradition),  it  may  be  stated 
that  he  came  to  this  country  as  a  bov,  alone  and 
unconnected.  He  was  brought  up  by  Ellis  Jenkins 
who  gave  him  the  name  “John  Jenkins”  by  which 
he  was  known. 


APPENDIX 

Several  others  of  the  name  Jenkins  came  to 
America  than  the  John  Jenkins  whose  descendants 
have  been  the  concern  of  this  record.  Very  prom¬ 
inent  among  them  was  Edward  Jenkins  who  came 
to  Plymouth  later  than  John.  Their  relationship 
is  not  disclosed  in  the  records. 

Edward  was  the  uncle  of  Joseph  and  John 
Whiston  and  was  guardian  of  the  latter  in  his 
youth.  Turning  back  in  this  record  it  will  appear 
that  John  Jenkins3,  the  son  of  John2  and  Patience 
Paine,  married  Abigail  Whiston,  a  sister  of  this 
Joseph  and  John  Whiston,  as  his  first,  wife.  Ed¬ 
ward’s  sister  Sarah  married  George  Lewes  (the  an¬ 
cestor  of  the  Lewes,  or  Lewis,  family)  in  County 
Kent,  England,  and  came  with  him  and  their  five 
children  to  America.  Edward  died  in  1G99. 

Edward  Jenkins  soon  established  himself  in  the 
confidence  of  his  associates  as  a  man  of  ability, 
probity  and  sound  judgment,  was  made  a  Freeman 
May  4,  1G47,  and  occupied  various  offices,  was  a 
member  of  the  Council  in  16G7  and  an  advisor  in 
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contested  divisions  of  land.  Though  he  was  not 
active  or  aggressive  as  a  Quaker  and  took  the  “oath 
of  allegiance”  to  the  King,  his  family  were  all 
Quakers  and  he  sympathized  later  with  that  sect. 
This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  after  several  years 
the  Colony  Records  contain  so  little  about  him 
and  nothing  about  his  family  except  of  his  daugh¬ 
ter’s  summons  to  Court  as  a  Quaker. 

The  only  further,  authentic  information  here 
given  has  been  gleaned  from  the  Sandwich  town 
records  and  those  of  the  Friends  Society  in  East 
Sandwich,  Mass.,  which,  though  austere,  are  well 
preserved  and  wholly  reliable.  They  contain  many 
details  of  the  fines  and  the  abominable  persecutions 
to  which  the  Quakers  were  subjected. 

The  Pilgrims  came  to  America  under  a  primal 
and  human  impulse  to  secure  their  own  liberty  in 
religious  matters ;  when  militant  Quakers  came, 
hoping  to  enjoy  the  same  freedom,  a  clash  was  in¬ 
evitable,  as  there  were  radical  differences  of  views 
and  practices  between  the  groups  and,  owing  to 
their  former  repression  in  England,  the  Pilgrims 
demanded  exclusive  rights  in  their  new  abode  and 
insisted  on  full  compliance  with  their  views,  laws 
and  regulations,  re-enacting  similar  restrictions  on 
others  to  those  which  they  had  experienced  them¬ 
selves  in  England.

The  Quakers  of  Barnstable  County  resided  al¬ 
most  wholly  at  Sandwich  and  Yarmouth,  with  the 
headquarters,  or  “Mother  Church”,  at  Sandwich, 
now  called  East  Sandwich. 

In  1676  there  was  at  Plymouth  Edward  Jenkins1 
and  a  Thomas  Jenkins1 — not  the  son  of  John1.  This 
Thomas1  may  have  been  the  brother  of  Edward1. 
Also  there  was  a  Samuel1  contemporaneous  with 
these.
